NEW BRIDGE
IS ENDORSED

The Board of Directors of tho
Chamber Take Action.

A STATE BOARD OF TRADE

Meeting to Be Held at the Chamber o

Commerce.on the Fifteenth In¬
stant.New Members

Are Elected.

At the monthly mee'tlng of tho Board
of Directors of the Chamber of Com¬
merce yesterday, Mr. J. C. Frooman,
chairman of tho Committee oh Inland
Trade, submitted a report from his-com¬
mittee, of the aotlon taken at a confer¬
ence held In tho Chamber March 18, 1B03,
with the view of organizing a State Board
ot Trade, at whioh aoniorenoe a consti¬
tution was provisionally adopted by rep¬
resentatives from a number of Virginia
cities and referred book to the respective
organizations under tho following resolu¬
tion:

THE RESOLUTION.
"Resolved, That the dolegates present

submit tho constitution and by-laws pro¬
visionally adopted at this meeting to the
organizations whioh they respectively rep¬
resent and request those bodies to send
duly accredited representativos to a meet¬
ing to bo held at tho Richmond Cham¬
ber of Commerco April 16, 1D03, 'at 12 M.
to porfect a permanent organization of
the Virginia Stats Board of Trade."
After tho matter had boon fully explain¬

ed by Mr. Freeman as to the objo'ct and
scope of the proposed State Board of
Trade and tho other essential features
thereof, a resolution was adopted re¬

questing the president of tho Chamber
to appoint the necessary delegates to
the adjourned meeting of tho conference
to bo held tho 35th Instant.
Mr. S. M. Woodward brought to the

attention of the board a petition address¬
ed to the City Council requesting that
body to appoint commissioners to act un¬

der and according to the provisions of
a bill passed by tho General Assembly,
session 1901-1902, In reference to Mayo's
Bridge. He then offered tlio following
preamble and .resolutions, which wore

unanimously adopted:
MAYO'S BRIDGE.

Whereas, it appears that no action has

been taken by tho City Council of Rich¬
mond in connection with the bill passed
by the Legislature at the session of 1001-

1002, authorizing the appolntmont by the
cities of Richmond md Manchester of a

brldgo commission for the purpose of

replacing the present loll bridge at',· the
foot of Fourteenth Street, known as

Mayo's bridge, with a new and up-to-date
free bridge, by and with tho consent of
the two City Councils of Richmond and
Manchestor: and
Whereas, It Is deemed to bo a matter

of great Importance, not only for the
benefit of tho merchants and other citi¬
zens located In tho section of Richmond
contiguous to this bridge, but for the
welfare of the community generally, that
the present antiquated condition of things
existing with reference . to moans of
communication between Richmond and
Manchester should bo remediad as soon

as practicable; therefore, be it
Resolved, That tho Board of Directors

of 'the Chamber of Commerce hereby
ondorses the move for a new bridge,
and requests the City Council to appoint
the three commissioners provided for In
the act of the Legislature, above re-

iarred to, with as little delay, as possi¬
ble; and bo It
Resolved, further. That the Chamber's

Committee on Streets, Roads and Parks
be Instructed to present theso resolu¬
tions \» the City Council of Richmond
on behalf of tho Chamber.

posed by tho Chamber's Committee on

Membership, and. Messrs. Waller Tay¬
lor & Son, wholesale commission mar-
chants, proposed by Mr. S. H. Hawes,

NEW RECRUITING STATION

One for the Marine Corpa Established;
in the Ousibm House.An Im¬

proved Letter Box.Tho
Mann Bill.

The Federal District Court, Judge Ed¬
mund Waddlll elttl'ng, consumed the en¬
tire day's session yesterday with hearing
tostlmony and argument In the case o £
the United Btates vs. Peyton Stokes, alia»
Joseph P., Stokes, oolorod, Indicted for
violation of the pcnBlon laws. Tho pris¬
oner was represented by Melvln Fleg-
onholmor, while District Attornoy Lewis
appeared for the government. A num¬
ber of witnesses «wore Introduced and ex¬

amined, and cross-examined, and tho case
was briefly argued by counsel. Court ad¬
journed until to-day, however, boforo the
case was given to the Jury. Stokes Is a
Chesterfield negi». and was glvon an ex¬
cellent character by the wltnessos. His
dofonse was Ignorance and lack of In-
tontion to violate the law. When court
was adjourned, the prisoner was not taken
to jail. It Is regarded as very doubtful
that he will be convicted.

A recruiting' station for tho United'
States marine corps was established yos-
tordoy In room 4 of tho Federal build¬
ing. The recruiting sqund consists of
Captain P. M. Bannon, Sergeant L. W.
Martin, Corporal F. A. Torrone and Pri¬
vato M, A, Willard. A local physician
will assist In the examination of appli¬
cants. Tho recruiting officers havo ben
touring the States of Maryland, West
Virginia'. North Carolina and Virginia.
Richmond Is their last point In the Itiner¬
ary bofore returning to Washington. Thoy
will bo here for a weok or ten days.
Yesterday eight applications were .re¬

ceived, and the officers In charge are
vory much pleased.
Applicants, for service In the marine

corps ,must be between the ages of 21 and
85. between ? feot 4 Inches and G feet 1
Inch In height,.unmarried, temperate.and,
physically sound. The pay of privates Is
$13 por month ami that of officere rangos
from this figure to 5-13 per month with
clothing, rations, quarters and medical
attention In addition. The marines are
tho police force aboard ships.
Postmaster Knight has at his office In

the postoffice building a specimen of nn
improved letter box equipped with a de¬
vice which' automatically Indicates tho
hour for the next mall collection. When¬
ever the mall is removed, tho hour for
the next collection Is recorded ond ex¬
hibited. Tho boxes are of cast iron, how-|
ever, and too heavy. Tile sheet metal
boxes are now being almost exclusively
used on the stroets. Tho new design
will hardly, be adopted here.

The employes In the United States In¬
ternal revenue offices in this city have
evinced great Interest In the fate of the
Mann bill and discussed its provisions
and possible effect with zest when they,
learned of the passage, of the bill.
